ANGMAGSALIK, Greenland, Sept. 
11.—(/)—A motorboat left this port 
tonight to hunt for the flying Hutch- 
inson family, whose trans-Atlantic 
plane was believed to have been forced 
down 30 miles southwest of Ang- 
magsalik in Kjoge bay. It was 
feared, however, that George Kk. 
Hutchinson, his wife and two small 
girls and a crew of four, bad met 


death in a forced landing. 

At 10 p. m. Greenwich mean time 
(5 p. m. eastern standard time), the 
radio station here had been out of 
coutact with the Hutchinson plane. 
presumably en route from Julianehaab 
to this port, for several hours. 

The motorboat was ordered to 
search the waters along the coast 
line, especially south and west. 


NO TRACE FOUND 
OFF GREENLAND COAST 
COPENHAGEN, Sept. 11.—-()— 
The trans-Atlantic seaplane piloted 
by George R. Hutchinson was report- 
ed today as sending out distress 81z- 
nals just off eastern Greenland, but 
the British steam trawler Lord Tal- 
bot raced te the spot, and found no 
trace of the airplane. 

The Lord Talbot picked up the sig- 
nals of distress at 3:10 p. m. Green- 
wich mean time (10:10 a. m. easterp 
standard = time). The Hutcebinson 
plane, carrying eight persons and en 
route from New York to Scotland. 
said it had made a forced landing 
in the sea at 6S degrees 28 minutes 
north latitude and 38 degrees 49 
minutes west longitude. 

The Lord Talbot 
steamed to a point just off Angmags- 
salik and kept in radio contact until 
4:22 p. m. (11:23 a. m. eastern 
standard time) After that hour the 
Lord Talbot's signals went unan- 
«ewered but she ploughed on full steam 
ahead. 

The Lord Talbot checked her posi- 
tion at 7:22 p. m. (2:22 p. m. east- 
ern standard time) as the same given 
by the Hutchinson. ship. and found 
no trace of the. plane, she reported 
by radio. re 

The Angmagsalik radio station, the 
nearest commnnicating point, report- 
ed receiving the same messages the 
Lord Talbot got and .also. lost con- 
tact with the seaplane when the Lord 
Talbot failed to raise her.. 

The Hutchinsons were 3 
viously reported on their arriyal at 
Julianehaanb. a port on the extreme 
sonthern tip of Greenland. 

Their next flight was to have been 
from Jniianehaah to Anamagsalik.

Another bandit band was reported 
to have attacked George C. Hanson, 
United States consul general here 
with a party of Americans and 
British on a local golf course and 
to have seriously wounded two of 
the British players. 

Doctors, nurses and first aid sup- 
plies were rushed from Harbin today 
to the scene of the train wreck, 
forty miles southeast. 

Chinese authorities said the loco- 
motive and first six passenger 
tumbled down a steep embankment 
when it struck the roadbed where 
rails had been removed.

in eight states, the general elections 
in Maine tomorrow, and Governor

The democratic presidential candi- 
date will leave Albany tomorrow night 
after receiving returns from Maine, 
| where a governor and 
members are to be elected. 

Meanwhile, both republican and 
democratic leaders will watch with 
| interest the activities of «the Ameri- 
can Legion convention in Portland, 
Ore., Where the delegates are to be 
addressed by Secretary Hurley. 

Republicans contend they will win 
in Maine which they regard as regu- 
larly republican, but the democrats 
say they will take at least one con- 
gressional seat.

Chattanooga won the pennant in the 
Southern association Sunday in the 
closest race in the league since 1913, 
by defeating Knoxville, 5 to 0, while 
Memphis went in the tenth inning to 
defeat New Orleans, 1 to 0. The mar- 
gin of the Chattanooga club, stormy 
petrels of the league, was .001867 
‘over the Chicks. Chattanooga won 
‘98 and lost 51 for a percentage of 
657711+ and Memphis won 101 and 
lost 53 for a percentage of .655844+.

It mark- 
ed the first time in 19 years that a 
Southern league championship had 
been decided on the last day of the 


season. 

In 1913, Finis Wilson, a New Or- 
leans pitcher, arose to unexpected 
heights to beat Mobile on the last day, 
giving Atlanta, which had already fin- 
ished her season, the flag by a méager 
margin. The famous Billy Smith man- 
aged Atlanta that season. 

Even earlier than this—in 1908— 
a playoff of a. tie was necessary be- 
tween New Orleans and Nashville, the 
latter team winning the game behind 
the great pitching of Vedder Sitton. 
In 1924 there was another close race 
between Atlanta and Memphis. The 
Crackers, under Bert Nieboff, won 99 
games, but were nosed out by Mem- 
phis with 108. 

This year's close finish between 
Chattanooga and Memphis has aroused 
Atlanta and other Réuthern league 
cities to a feverish pitch of interest.

Tariff Revision, Morato- 


rium on Debts Advocat- 
ed at Iowa Parley.

SIOUX CITY, Iowa, Sept. 11.—(/) 
In specific proposals for farm relief, 
representatives of nine midwestern 
states today declared themselves in 
favor of tariff revision, sound cur- 
rency expansion, moratoriums on 
farmer debts and an orderly market- 
ing program. 

The many-sided relief program was 
accompanied by a declaration that 


“restoration of the buying power of 
agriculture would go far toward re- 
storing general prosperity in the na- 
tion” and that “no solution can be 
had of the fdrm problem without re- 
adjustment of tariffs.” 

The recommendations were address- 
ed to the president and congress. 

The conference, called during the 
midwestern farm “strike,” was at- 
tended by tthe governors of North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Iowa and Min- 
nesota and emissaries of the governors 
of Wiscopsin, Oklahoma, Ohio, Wyo- 
ming and Nebraska. 

To.demands of leaders of the non- 
selling movement for an embargo on 
marketing, the governors’ conference 
replied that such a move would be 
without-legal precedent, would result 
any many complications and that the 
results expected from it could be “ac- 
complished by the farmers themselves 
through lawful, voluntary co-opera- 


tion,” 
1,000-Word Statement. 

In a 1,000-word statement 
the conferees suggested: 

“That the tariff system be re- 
vised to give equality of yrotection 
to agricultural products and to les- 
sen the burden of foreign competition 
with our farm products, including 
fats and oils. 

“That a sound expansion of cur- 
rency would do justice between debt- 
ors and creditors and enhance com 
modity prices. 

“That the national agricultural 
credit system should be reorganized 
so as to refinance the American farm- 
er at a lower rate of interest. 

“That the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation immediately extend its 
eredit facilities to the American 
farmer. 

“That surplus control legislation 
should elevate the domestic price level 
of American products.”

‘Bootleggers’ Heard Dis- 
' cussing Dry Leader Be- 
fore Disappearance.

| WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—(2)— 
Prohibition agents sought today to 
follow up information that Florida 
bootleggers had talked about Coldnel 
Raymond Robins several days before 
the dry leader disappeared while on 
his way to keep a White House ap- 


pointment, 

Officials in the enforcement bu- 
reau, aiding in the search for the 
59-year-old prohibitionist, virtually 
had abandoned the belief that the 
Florida ring against which he was 
active had anything to do with he 
mystery. Then an informer gave them 
the new clue. 

Robins. while living at Brooksville, 
Fla.. took part in a federal inquiry 
which attempted to uncover a _ liquor 
conspiracy in Hernando county. A 
short while before the colonel dis- 
appeared a week ao Saturday, an 
informer told a_ special prohibition 
agent. men connected with the alleges 
conspiracy were heard talking about 
Robins. 

The informer did not hear the full 
conversation, it was said. Officials 
here expressed belief that even thongh 
the bootleggers might have been plot- 
ting against Robins they at least had 
not forgotten him. 

Some prohibition bureau officers 
inclined to the belief that the Flor. 
idans merely had been reminiscing. 
They reiterated assertions the Hern- 
ando county’ group did not operate 
on a national scale and never had 
shown any signs of violence to out- 
siders. 

These officers stuck to their theory 
that Russian czarists more likely were 
responsible or that Robins was suf- 
fering from amnesia. 

New York city agents were seeking 
additional information along this line, 
basing their belief on the colonels re- 
cent work for recognition of the 
soviet and reported threats by im- 
perialists. 

Prohibition agents in Chicago told 
headquarters here they were awaiting 
with interest the arrival of Dr, Dan- 
iel A. Poling. nationally known dry 
leader, who left Portland, Ore., yes- 
terdavy for the Windy City. 

Poling and Robins were close 
friends. Just what information Pol- 
ing might have, Chicago agents said. 
was not yet known. Officials here 
thought it might have some connec- 
tion with statements by two others of 
Robins’ friends that they had seen 


him in Chicago last Thursday.

Unemployed, Back on Farms, 
Find New Freedom by Work 


BY JAMES H. STREET. 

SPARTA. Ga., Sept. 11.—(4)— 
Georgians who went back to farms to 
make a living that city streets denied 
them are staying put on ground that 
will feed them. 

And a new freedom, born of hard 
work in open fields, has brought a 
twinkle to eyes of parents who a few 
years ago beat their plowshares into 
spindles, moved their families to fac- 
tory districts and then became wards 
of society when their work was done. 

More than 100 families of approx!- 
mately 600 persons have been given 
new deals in back-to-the-farm more- 
ments in Atlanta and Columbus. and 
hundreds of others are on waiting 
lists, apparently eager to get back to 
the tall timbers and sage grass of 
rural Georgia. : 

Columbus’ emergency relief board 
has rehabilitated 98 families in its 
back-to-the-soil program, and less than 
10 have asked additional aid since 
they got dirt to till and a hoe to 
stir it. 

The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
bas returned more than 100 persons to 
abandoned farms in widely separated 
sections of the state. Roy LeCraw, 
president of the civic 


e Who contends that emergency relief is 


only a temporary stimulant and is first 
cousin to a dole, organized the pro- 


gram with assistance of C. J. Robin- 
son, secretary of the chamber, and 
Mayor James Key, who gave the 
city's support. 

LeCraw learned that there are more 
than 60,000 abandoned farms in Geor- 
gia—their houses tumbling down from 
neglect and their lands dying with 
erosion. He and Robinson asked own- 
ers of some of the farms to grant un- 
employed families three years of free- 
dom from rent, provided the families 
would improve the houses and work 
the farms. LeCraw said he figured 
that once a family was established in 
the country the cost of its upkeep in 
Atlanta would be reduced and that the 
city could save money by sending its 
unemployed. not employable, back to 
farms.

The search for other gordonia alta- 
maha trees continued until 1790, dur- 
ing which time the tree found by 
Bartram and Michaux was _§ trans- 
planted to Philadelphia, where it 
thrived for a number of years and 
died. The botanists, however, had 
carefully propagated the tree and 
there are a few specimens in the 
United States at the present time, 
but so far as Atlanta botanists know, 
there is none in Georgia. 


While the gordonia is found in 15 
or more species in subtropical and 
tropical Asia, it has been found else- 
where only in: the south Atlantic 
states of the United States. Scien- 
tists know not what botanical trag- 
edy occurred between 1770 and 1790 
when the trees disappeared. No gor- 
donia has been found in a wild state 
in America since that time, accord- 
ing to L. H. Bailey, known as the 
dean of American botanists, and a 
biologist at Cornell University. 

Before the gordonia disappeared in 
its wild state in Georgia, horticultur- 
ists had carefully propagated the rare 
trees and at present many nurseries 
have them for sale. The Ashford 
Park nursery near Atlanta, has six 
specimens of gordonia  lasianthus 
growing in a semi-wild state, and oth- 
er nurseries in the state have several 
of the plants. 

Distinctions Shown. 

While the lasjanthus. species has 
somewhat the general appearance of 
the altamaha to the casual eye, the 
betanical difference is marked, accord- 
ing -to Dr. W. B. Baker, biologist 
and botanist at Emory University. 
The former produces a white flower, 
camellia like in format, waxy and 
faintly fragrant. about two and one- 
half inches in diameter. It blossoms 
in May and June. 

Georgia’s “Mystery Tree” differs in 
that the tree grew to greater height— 
more than 30 feet—and the pure white 
blossoms, 3 inches in diameter, with 
short, waxy petals, blossomed in Nep- 
tember,and October, one of the few 
in the world to bloom in autumn. 

Scientists describe the “Mystery 
Tree” as raising a slender pyramidal 
form amid the swamps of the Alta- 
maha, overhung with an over-heated 
thick growth. There, like a gem amid 
the tillandsia, the altamaha stood with 
the setting sun pouring through its 
foliage into the depths of the Alta- 
maha, Michaux came upon the botan- 
ical wonder. 

Quickly, the legend relates, Mich- 
aux sought Bartram to view the won- 
der of a tree never seen before. Sur- 
rounded by green and serried ranks 
of swamp growth, the “Mvstery Tree” 
blossomed, the pure white flowers 


| partially hidden by scarlet leaves from 


» to 6 inches in length. During the 
spring and summer before the buds 
burst, the leaves are sparingly ser- 
rate, bright green and shiny above, 
pubescent below. 

The gordonia family of trees was 
named for James Gordon, a famous 
English nurseryman.

OUR LEAD IN DENTAL WORK. 

Georgia is included in 18 states 
in the Union which are playing 
stellar roles in “leading the Ameri- 
can people out of a wilderness of 
bad teeth and accompanying poor 
health,’’ according to Dr. Martin 
Dewey, president of the American 
Dental Association. 

These states are the vanguard, 
Dr. Dewey writes, in “the country’s 
war against poor dental conditions 
and the campaign to educate the 
public on the value of good teeth to 


general health.” 

He stresses the need for public 
dental work all over the country 
“because between ninety and one 
hundred million citizens in this en- 
lightened nation are ignorant of the 
elementary knowledge of mouth 
hygiene.” | 

Especially upon the dentists of 
the nation falls the responsibility 
for acquainting the public with the 
drain upon physical well-being that 
may result from neglect of the 
teeth, and it is gratifying that those 
of Georgia should have lent their 
aid to public health efforts to a suf- 
ficient degree to include the state 
in the list announced by Dr. Dewey. 

This is not surprising, for few of 
the American commonwealths are as 
fortunate as Georgia in the ability 
and public spirit of their dentists. 
The late Dr. T. P. Hinman was an 
ex-president of the American Denial 
Association and Dr. C. C. Howard, 
also of Atlanta, is a former presi- 
dent of the American Orthodontal 
Society, while the late Dr. M. EB. 
Turner rendered invaluable service 
in the development of the Southern 
Dental College. 

Atlanta has long been recognized 


as the center of dental activities in. 
the south, not only because of the. 


high standing of its dentists, but 
through the work of the Southern

An outstanding feature of the 
message is the emphasis laid upon 
the necessity for improved agricul- 
tural methods and the increase of 
food crops produced in the islands. 
The importation of such products 
as fruits, vegetables, meats and 
poultry is held as_ inimical. to 
the prosperity of both agricul- 
turists and business interests, and 
the government is pledged to ‘“‘con- 
tinue to push the policy of diver- 
sification, which embodies the sub- 
stitution of crops which can be 
grown profitably for those for which 
overproduction has destroyed the 
market.”

I sat talking with a 
young red soldier today. A fine lad, 
with pure Persian features. He was 
studying a book of algebra when we 
began to talk. In the course of our 
conversation he showed me _ photo- 
graphs of himself and family. mother. 
father and 13 brothers and sisters, a 
typical Arabic family, the girls wear- 
ing veils and the boys in long, flow- 
ing garments, 

That picture had been taken be- 
fore 1920. He pointed out that six 
of his brothers and sisters were suf- 
fering from trachoma at the time. 
This was indeed plainly visible. They 
had that screwed up, puckered, 
drawn-up face which is an indication 
of nearsightedness. At the time the 
photo was taken he himself had heen 
a Koranic student. He recited some 
Suras rapidly, incomprehendingly, I 
am_ afraid. 

“And so you have abandoned Islam

now?” [I asked him. 

“No,” he said. “Islam now means 
to me cleanliness and good eyes and 
machines and cotton mills in Cau- 
casia and tractors in the fields!" 

“And your mother?” 

“Mamma has torn off the veil and 
my sisters, too. A new world like 
America has come here.” When 1 
kind of nodded my head, he added: 
“And soon it will be better than 
America even, just wait, give us 
time.”

The 
price of clipping bureaus is about 5 
cents each, that means the state of 
Georgia paid for 11,244 clippings. 


Those will make quite a scrapbook 


if the governor keeps them all, 

The governor must have forgotten 
his promises to run the state eco- 
nomically. When he took office the 
state deficit was not more than 
$6,000,000. The auditor’s report shows 
the deficit at the end of 1931, six 
months after the governor had taken 
eharge, was more than $9,000,000. 
The deficit in the school department 
alone was $6,526.912.77. 

In this connection it must be re- 
membered that during 1931 the state 
had income from two new sources, 
net income tax and gross receipt 
taxes. The income tax brought in 
$1.378.597.77 and. the gross sales tax 
€952.194.92. But despite this increase 
of $2.320,792.69 the state has a larger 
deficit than before Governor Russell 


took office, ' ‘ 

Georgia, instead of being in better 
financial condition, is in worse shape 
today. : . 

And the governor's office pays 
$562.22 out of the state treasury for 
newsnaper clippings.

was an outgrowth of the marketing 
strike sponsored by the National 
Farmers’ Holiday Association, which 
resulted in highway picketing and 
some violence in western Iowa and 
adjacent counties along the Missouri 
river. : 

Opening here Friday, the conference 
heard demands from “strike” leaders 
for state embargoes on the sale of 
farm commodities for less than pro- 
duction costs, a moratorium on farm 
and chattel mortgage foreclosures and 
a special session of congress to estab- 


lish an embargo on the importation 
of farm products into the United 
States, 

The governors’ 
mended : 

“That the president forthwith di- 
rect all administrative officers in 
charge of the department of agricul- 
ture, federal reserve banks, federal 
farm land banks, federal intermediate 
credit banks, national banks and all 
other federal controlled credit agen- 
cies to refrain from foreclosures on 
farm property until congress assem- 
bles to act upon the matter. 

Moratorium Demanded. 

“That the president then recom- 
mend to congress that it authorize and 
direct all federal officers and agencies 
referred to above to refrain from fore- 
closures for a period of one year or 
until an effective plan is worked out 
so that during this period of extreme- 
ly depressed prices the property of 
farmers who have an equity in it may 
be nreserved to them. 

“That the United States department 
of agriculture refrain from any at- 
tempts to collect feed and seed loans 
during this emergency period and un- 
til such times as farmers’ income can 
be restored to a basis that will en- 
able him to pay. 

“That owners of mortgages on farm 
property refrain during this emergency 
period from foreclosure or eviction 
proceedings against distressed farmers 
for non-payment of interest or taxes, 
unless the farmer fails or refuses to 
pay what is equal to the landlord's 
share of the produce of the farm. 

“In the event that such owners of 
farm mortgages fail to extend reason- 
able leniency to distr farmers, 
we recommend that appropriate state 
legislation for their protection be en- 
acted.” : 

Leaders of the holiday movement,

“I seen your articles on Non-Explod- 
able Superstitions,” writes a Califor- 
nian. I beg to say I know four cases 
of markings as follows ... young man 
selling books had lost his ear in an 
accident. He rang doorbell and Mrs. 
was startled so on seeing the 
young man that when her son was 
born he had only one ear ... They 
owned a large dog. One day the dog 
came up behind her chair and put 
his paw on her hand where it rested 


on the arm of the chair, and when 
her child was born it had a deformed 
hand . .. One armed stage driver 
left package on the porch and stopped 
to tell Mr. and Mrs. he had 
left the package, When the child was 
born to this couple he drove horses as 
did the .tage driver ... Mr. 
ran a store and he done most of his 
own butchering. One day he came 
home with a spatter of blood on his 
cheek. His wife was ‘startled because 
she thought he had been hurt, and 
when ft eir son was born there was 
a red mark on one cheek ... My 
mother burned her foot when young, 
so tuat one toe drew down under the 
others. I was born with both feet 
with toes drawn down that way... 
Well, now, folks, without alluding 
to the Californian’s obvious ignorance 
of embryology and other things, isn’t 
it all pretty silly stuff for grown 
men and women to retail? Especially 
the one about the family dog putting 
his paw on the expectant mother’s 
hand—might have been those impres- 
sive if it had been some strange dog, 
perhaps a rather mad one with foam 
on his mouth and fire in his eye 
and all that sort of hokum. But to 
ascribe any such congential defect or 
abnormality to the affectionate ges- 


,;ture of the faithful old dog is—well, 


it goes to show how much these super- 
stitious people will strain the facts 
to make a story, a story cruelly and 
viciously calculated to keep ignorant 
expectant mothers in a constant state 
of anxiety or terror lest some such 
“markings” occur to them. 

Only ignorant people take such sup- 
erstitions seriously. If our common 
schools properly taught our youth 
then every schoolboy and every school- 
girl would know as much as I do 
about such matters and no prospec- 
tive mother would every worry a little 
bit about the “marking” superstition. 

It is not only people who say “they 
was,” “TI seen” and “he done” that 
are readily deluded about this and 
many other superstitions affecting 
health. Plenty of high school and 
college graduates are ignorant and 
credulous concerning such matters. 
Precious little human anatomy. physi- 
ology and hygiene is taught in high 
schools or colleges. The quack and 
nostrum interests see to that, for they 
prefer the picking as it is now.

BOATS STILL SEARCH 
FOR FLYING FAMILY 


COPENHAGEN, Sept. 11.—)— 
An Exchnge Telegraph dispatch said 
the “Flying Hutchinsons,” a party of 
eight flying from New York to Lon- 
don over the arctic route, made a 
forced landing this afternoon in the 
sea off Greenland near Angmagsalik. 
It said an SOS message gave their 
position as 68 degrees 28 minutes 
north, 38 degrees 45 minutes west. 


The WHutchinsons were reported 
forced down at 9:10 a. m., eastern 
standard time. Steaming to the as- 
sistance of the fliers the British traw- 
ler, Lord Talbot, reported it was 15 
miles from the seaplane’s given posi- 
tion at 1:30 p. m., eastern standard 
time. 

The reports said the British trawler 
had picked up the SOS from the 
seaplane and was in radio contact 
with the Hutchinson’s until 10:23 
a. m., eastern standard time, but aft- 
er that calls were unanswered. 


WIFE, TWO DAUGHTERS 
AND FOUR ASSISTANTS 


George R. Hutchinson, of Baltimore, 
started with his wife, two little girls, 
and a crew of four from New York 
on August 23. He flew an amphibian, 
the City of Richmond. and announced 
he was making a flight to Europe by 
easy stages. 

He stopped at St. John, N. B., Port 
Menier, Anticosti Island, Hopedale, 
Labrador, Godthaab, Greenland and 
Julianehaab. 

Before the hop from Labrador to 
Greenland, the Danish government, 
deeming a flight with a woman and 
children in that area as very risky, 
forbade Hutchinson to alight in Dan- 
ish territory. 

The aviator ignored the order and 
was fined the equivalent of $180 short- 
ly after his arrival at Godthaab. The 
Danish government then requested him 
not to fly across the Greenland icecap, 
where rescue operations would be ex- 
ceedingly difficult. 

Hutchinson apparently complied 
with this request because he next flew 
to Julianehaab on the far southern 
tip, and announced he would take the 
coastline northward again to Angmag- 
salik, That was last week. Nothing 
more was heard until yesterday.

utnam and Hall counties. The Le- 
Craw plan is to move the families into 
separted communities so they can fit 
into community affairs. The plan is 
not colonization, but simply_ re- 
establishing families on abandoned 
farms. 

All the families have the same ob- 
Jective—plant enough winter’ truck 
and cut enough wood to survive the 
winter and then put in a small cash 
crop next year. They started abso- 
lutely from scratch except for a honnd 
or so and their guns, Somehow they 
had managed to keep their shotguns 
through the -years of public depend- 
ence—Georgians are like that about

MANY CRIMINALS 
IN BONUS ‘ARMY,’ 
SAYS MITCHELL 
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said in a statement, “the whitewash 
for the administration is mud for 
the bonus army. It is an attempt to 
aT the use of force against un- 
armed and helpless men, women and 
children by slandering those against 
whom the force was directed.” 


Defende Use of Force. 
_ He said the report was made pub- 
lic “timed to coincide with the na- 
tional convention of the American 
Legion, where President Heover and 
his henchmen must make their last 
desperate bid to regain the respect 
of the ex-service men of the country.” 

Mitchell reviewed thoroughly the en- 
tire history of the bonus army’s “vc- 
cupation” of the capital, designed to 
impress congress with the necessity 
of arranging for immediate cash pay- 
ment of the veterans’ adjusted serv- 
ice certificates. 

He defended the evacuation of the 
marchers who remained here in ram- 
shackle huts and crude billets after 
the senate had defeated the bonus bill 
and congress had adjourned, as neces- 
sary for the safety of the public. 

Mitchell revealed that prior to the 
riot of July 28 and the subsequent 
eviction of the veterans, 341 members 
of the bonus army had been arrested 
at various dates “for a variety of of- 
fenses including disorderly conduct, 
parading without a permit, assault 
with a dangerous weapon, destruction 
of private property and soliciting alms. 

Many Bogus Veterans. 

Fifty-one of these veterans, Mitch- 
ell reported, were fingerprinted and 
16 of them were found to have no 
World War service record. The ad- 
ministration has persistently insisted 
that a large number of the bonus 
marchers were not war veterans. 

He quoted a report from the health 
authorities asserting that the 
sanitary conditions at the bonus camps 
“were necessarily very bad.” The 
health officer’s report cited one in- 
stance were a latrine was “within 
400 feet of a public market. 

Mitchell related in meticulous de- 
tail how the bonus marchers began 
arriving in Washington “about May 
27.” He told how they were “tolerat- 
ed and gently dealt with;” how con- 
gress, refusing to grant the bonus, 
gave them a chance for free trans- 
portation home; and how the police 
sought to co-operate with their lead- 
ers to get them to depart peacefully. 

The report described events lead- 
ing up to the riots in which the two 
bonus marchers were slain. Mitchell 
reasserted the war department’s con- 
tention that there were no deaths aft- 
er the troops arrived, and said: 

“A full investigation bv a coroner’s 
jury established that the police shot 
in necessary self-defense to save them- 
selves from threatened fatal injury. 

“After the troops arrived, no se- 
rious injuries to anyone followed. A 
few of the troops were stoned and 
slightly injured and one bonus march- 
er had his ear cut, but no other cas- 
valties were suffered after the troops 
came. Stories that the troops shot 
or serioysly injured bonus marchers 
are utterly without foundation. 

Denies Infant Gassed. 

“The published reports that an in- 
fant child of a bonus marcher named 
Myers died as a result of tear gas 
are false. The records at the Gal- 
linger hospital show that the child 
died of intestinal trouble contracted 
and diagnosed before the riot.” | 

Under the sub-title, “Fires,” Mitch- 
ell’s report declared the troops “had 
no orders to set any fires” at any 
of the bonus camps being evacuated. 
Later he said troops completed “the 
work of the retiring bonus marchers 
by burning up the remainder of the 
debris.” On this he reported: 

“While the troops were waiting (for 

evacuation to be completed), fires, set 
by the retiring bonus marchers, broke 
out in a number of localities among 
the shacks and debris in the camp 
and the conflagration became get- 
eral. Such action as the troops took 
with respect to fire was later to com- 
plete the work of the retiring bonus 
marchers by burning up the remain- 
der of the debris. Photographs of sol- 
diers setting fire to debris were evi- 
dently taken at this stage of the pro- 
ceedings.” 
“ Mitchell reported that women and 
children in the bonus camps were tak- 
en care of through the Red Cross. He 
said: “The Red Cross promptly 2f- 
fered and furnished assistance and 
transportation to all women and chil- 
dren in the bonus army and to their 
men-folks, and actually did furnish 
transportation to 221 women and 247 
children. 


Scores Agitators. 

“There is no evidence whatever that 
any women or children were injured 
or ill-treated.” 

Mitchell recalled that the veterans’ 
bureau “issued transportation to 
4,344 veterans by railroad and 939 
by automobile.” He added that 
“transportation by truck to _ their 
homes had been offered by the secre- 
tary of war to all remaining bonus 
marchers, but was not furnished be- 
cause the offer was refused.” 

He concluded: “This experience 
demonstrates that it is intolerable that 
organized bodies of men having a 
grievance or demand upon the gov- 
ernment should be allowed to encamp 
in the city and attempt to live off 
the community, like soldiers billeted 
in an enemy country. Attempts by 
such groups to intimidate or coerce 
congress into granting their demands 
hurt rather than help their cause and 
can only end as this one did in riot 
and disorder.” 

Mitchell emphasized that “the avail- 
able facts demonstrate the bonus 
marchers who remained in the city 
after congress adjourned represented 
no fair cross-section of ex-service 


men.” 
He reported that indictments had 


been returned by the grand jury in 
the District of Columbia rol eo “a 
number of the alleged rioters,” but 
admitted that “the results of this ef- 
fort to bring to justice the principals 
who incited this riot have been un- 
satisfactory.” _It has been found im- 
possible, he said, to identify the ring- 
leaders. 


Hoover Praises Real Vets. 


In his supplementary  statemen 
President Hoover called attention ~~ 
the fact that he had ordered @he de- 
partment of justice to make the in- 
vestigation and had promised to make 
the findings public. 


“The investigation hag been com- 
pleted,” Mr. Hoover said. “In giving 
out the report which shows the char- 
acter of many of the persons assem- 
bled, the incidents and characters of 
the instigators of the riots, I wish 
to state emphatically that the ex- 
traordinary ‘ proportion of criminal, 
communist and non-veteran elements 
amongst the marchers as shown by 
this report, should not be taken to 
reflect upon many thousands of hon- 
est, law-abiding men who came to 
Washington with full right of pres- 
entation of their views to congress. 

“This better element and their 
leaders acted at all times to restrain 
crime and violence but after the ad- 
journment of congress a large portion 
of them returned to their homes and 
gradually these better elements lost 
contrel.”

MITCHELL STATEMENT 
IS SCORED BY WATERS 

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—(4)—Wal- 
ter W. Waters, commander of the 
bonus expeditionary forces, in a state- 
ment issued tonight through an aide 
said “charges” contained in Attorney- 
General Mitchell's report on the bonus 
army were “absolutely without foun- 
dation in fact.” 

Waters expressed “regret” that the 
attorney-general’s statement was is- 
sued at this time, saying “it will only 
antagonize thousands of veterans who 
had begun to forget what took place 
in Washington.” 

His statement follows: 

“Mr. Mitchell’s charges are abso- 
lutely without foundation in fact. The 
grand jury failed to find they had 
any basis, since they returned only 
three minor indictments against men 
who could hardly be called represent- 
atives of the bonus army. : 

“The statement is only a rehash 
of all the charges that have been made 
and published by the administration 
since the eviction of the bonus expedi- 
tionary forces. In these charges, they 
have failed to state both sides. It 
was Mr. Mitchell’s job to furnish this 
information and he did the best he 
could. 

“T regret that this statement was 
timed for the American Legion con- 
vention, as it will only antagonize 
thousands of veterans who had begun 
to forget what took place in Wash- 
ington. 

“T will not discuss the statement in 
detail at this time, but after careful 
study, a complete answer will be pre- 
pared and issued.”

Bern’s Will and Other Papers 
Likely To Be Divulged Today 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 11.—@)— 
Silence as to the motive for the sui- 
cide a week ago of Paul Bern, motion 
picture producer, continued today after 
a long conference between his brother, 
Henry Bern, of New York, and his 
film star widow, Jean Harlow. 


A statement clearing up the strange 
case, with its complications of a mys- 
terious woman in Paul Bern’s past 
and a farewell note to Miss Harlow, 
speaking of a “great wrong” and Bern’s 
“abject humiliation” was forecast last 
night by Attorney Mendel Silberberg. 
Henry Bern had promised a state- 
ment, Silberberg said, after he had 
talked again with Miss Harlow. 

They were together from 11:30 a. m. 
to 1:30 p. m. today with the star's 
stepfather, Marino Bello, but when 
Bern emerged from the Bello home he 
announced he had “nothing to say.” 

“Will you have anything to say 
later?” he was asked. 

“I don't know,” he replied. 

Silberberg, as Miss Harlow’s attor- 
ney, said Paul Bern's presumed last 
will is in a deposit box in a downtown 
Los Angeles bank with other impor- 
tant papers, and that the box may 
be opened tomorrow. He said he 
could not venture a statement as to 


whether a solution of the problem will 
be found in the contents of the box. 

Bern’s unclad body was found short- 
ly before noon last Monday in a 
dressing room of the Benedict canyon 
home he gave Miss Harlow at the 
time of their wedding last July 2. 
There was a bullet through the head, 
and one hand clutched a revolver. The 
note and an automatic pistol were in 
an adjoining bedroom. A _ coroner’s 
jury returned a verdict of suicide, with 
motive undetermined. 

Almost at once reports arose of a 
previous union on the producer's life 
involving payments of money by him 
over a period of about twenty years 
and a will in New York leaving his 
estate to “my wife, Dorothy Mil- 
lette.”” These crystallized in the pur- 
ported presence in the Plaza hotel at 
San Francisco, from last May 4 un- 
til the day after. Bern’s body was 
found, of a woman registered § as 
“Miss D. Millette, New York City,” 
and that as followed by the suspected 
suicide leap of Miss Millette from a 
boat into the Sacramento river. 

Luggage and clothing in disarray 
were left on the boat by the missing 
passenger, but the body has not been 
found.

ON COAST TOUR TONIGHT 

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 11.— 
(P)—With his address on farm relief, 
to be delivered at Topeka, completed 
except for minor revisions, Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, democratic 
presidential candidate, conferred with 
Kentucky and Connecticut leaders of 
his party today before returning to 
Albany to prepare for leaving tomor- 
row night on his speaking trip to the 
Pacific coast. 

Judge Robert W. Bingham, publish- 
er of the Louisville Courier Journal 
and a prominent figure in Kentucky 
politics, and Homer Cummings, of 
Connecticut, former national demo- 
cratic chairman, were among the gov- 
ernor’s \isitors during the day at his 
country home here. 

The governor planned to return to 
Albany by automobile tonight, clear 
his desk at the state capitol tomor- 
row, give a birthday party early to- 
morrow evening for his secretary, 
Miss Marguerite Lehand and then 
board his train at Albany for the 
trip westward, scheduled to start 
about midnight. 

He said h» expected his son James, 
recently ill in New England, to join 
him at Albany during the day in 
preparation for the trip. His daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Anna Dall, also will accom- 
pany him. Mrs. Roosevelt will join 
him in Arizona. 

Mr. Roosevelt disclosed that in the 
press of business relating to the west- 
ward trip many personal matters have 
been forgotten.

PARLEY DEFERRED 


No Matters of Impor- 
tance Before Committee, 
Wiggin Announces. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—(#)—<Al- 
bert H. Wiggin, chairman of the Ger- 
man credit (standstill) committee of 
1932, today announced that its next 
meeting, scheduled for October 1, had 
been adjourned indefinitely. 

This marked the first time since 
the committee was formed to effect 
Pthe gradual thawing out of approxi- 
mately $1,200,000,000 of short-term 
credits advanced to Germany, that it 
has been able to enjoy a breathing 
spell. Wiggin’s statement indicated 
that there was no need for a further 
consultation over Germany’s credits 
at this time. 

“As no matters of particular impor- 
tance have been presented for discus- 
sion at the meeting which under the 
German credit agreement of 1932 was 
scheduled to take place on October 1, 
the various creditor committees, in 
accord with the German committee, 
have decided to adjourn the meeting 
subject to call by the chairman at 
such later date as he may consider 
suitable or at the request of any one 
of the committees,” he said. 

Committee Personnel. 

The German creditors’ committee, 
known as the standstill committee, is 
composed of banking representatives 
of Germany, as the debtor, and of the 
United States, Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Holland and six smaller Euro- 
pean countries, as creditors. 

The standstill agreement, which 
was designed to lift the pressure of 
world creditors on Germany until that 
nation could nurse its financial af- 
fairs back into something like normal 
vigor, was originally signed in Feb- 
ruary, 1931. On its expiration, last 
February, a new agreement was 
drawn to run until next February 23. 
and it was announced that desp:te 
her foreign exchange difficulties, Ger- 
many had contrived in the previous 
year to pay off about 10 per cent 
of her original indebtedness.

Depression Definitely Over, 


Says J.P. Allen 


“As far as the retail business of At- 
lanta is concerned, the depression is 
definitely over,” J. P. Allen, president 
of the Atlanta Retail Merchants’ As-

“IT don’t mean to imply that we are 
headed toward a boom such as we had 
between 1925 and 1929,” Mr. Allen 
warned.

“Retail business in Atlanta this fall 
should show an increase of from 10 
to 20 per cent over the corresponding 

eriod last year. Our own business 
as increased substantially since Nep- 
tember 1, and it is not all a seasonal 
increase. 

“Prices of commodities—cofton, 
grain, leather, meat and the others— 
are steadily increasing. This means 
that retailers and consumers are re- 
suming buying, for nobody buys on a 
falling market.

State Employes “Work- 
ing” Politically for Rus- 
sell, Statement Says. 


A prediction that the state capitol 
will be deserted until after the elec- 
tion, and that employes will be out 


working for the election to the sen- 
ate of Governor Richard B. Russell 
Jr. was made in a statement issued 
Sunday by campaign managers of 
a Songer Charles R. Crisp. 

Abe statement said: 

“In one of the many speeches he 
made Saturday in his efforts to mis- 
lead the people into voting to elect 
him to the United States senate, Gov- 
ernor Russell said in part:

She ceases to discuss her private life 
with her mother because it involves 
much that is secret and in direct de- 
fiance of parental decree. So that 
mother loses the most precious thing 
in her relationship with the child— 
her confidence. And if the restric- 
tions are not soon removed she may 
actually lose the child in a run-away 
marriage. Yet. blinded to everything 
but the single thing the: occupies her 
one-track mind, namely, her duty to 
chaperone and protect her child from 
blighting experience, she persists in 
imposing her will upon the child's life 
and thus the mother travels straight 
to her doom. 


‘Dear Miss Chatfield:

I have to accept the friends 
they choose for me or have none at 
all.

Can you sug- 
gest how I can make them see the 
Injustice they are doing me?

Answer: 

This seems to be a very common 
complaint among the girls of this 
generation. It is easy to under- 
stand the panic of parents as they 
see the results (often fatal) of too 
much liberty in the lives of the 
aghes and boys around them, yet it 
s not easy to sympathize with these 
parents that police the lives of their 
grown daughters, as if they were 
potential criminals. The fact that 
such parents always get what's com- 
ing to them is not solace for the 
daughters that are being cheated 
out of normal association with the 
young people of their set. Since 
these same parents are so quick to 
recognize the results of too much 
liberty given to the young people 
by some parents, it does seem that 
they should be equally keen in ob- 
serving what happens to parents 
that are unreasonable and unsym- 
pathetic with the children who, in 
justice, ask for more liberty.

It is probably true that never in 
modern times have two generations 
been separated by a wider social 
-gulf than that which separates the 
young girl of today and her mother. 
Yet, despite the cataclysmic changes 
that have taken place in social life, 
the basic standards for the well- 
raised girl of today are the same as 
in all time. Temptations may come 
with more frequency because in a 
fast living age, everything moves 
faster. But temptations are not 
stronger than they were in other 
days. The heart remains the same. 
Character is strong or weak as in 
other days. And after all is said © 
and done every girl makes her own 
decisions as to how she will meet | 
temptation. Does any mother fancy | 
that she can solve her daughter's | 
problems for her, when that daugh- | 
ter has arrived at the age of dis- |

cretion? If so, she will have a sad 
awakening, 


Any thinking parents must realize 
that the lines of protection she would 
throw out about her daughter must be 
thrown out early in life. Character 
is formed before a girl reaches the age 
of 18 and if the quality of it is not 
guarantee against improper conduct 
with the boys, then the strictest chap- 
eronage won't amount to a row of 
beans, except to irritate and antagon- 
ize the daughter. -

Key and Lawyers Will Seek 
To Remove Legal

Mayor James L. Key today will 
take steps to remove iegal barriers 
which now stand in the way of the 
$10,000,000 fund the city is seeking 
for renovation of the sewer system 
of metropolitan Atlanta. 

During a conference at 11 o'clock 
this morning at the mayor's office, 
leading Atlanta attorneys will con- 
sider legal phases of the proposal to 
borrow the money from the federal 
relief funds, and will make recom- 
mendations which will be offered to 
affected governments, 

Included among those invited to at- 
tend the conference are Marion Smith, 
Robert S, Parker, Robert C. Alston 
and City Attorney James L. Mayson. 

Directors of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation recommended in- 
clusion of water improvements in the 
petition in order that water works re- 
ceipts would be available to retire the 
obligation, thus making the com- 
posite project self-liquidating. The 
plan has struck a responsive chord 
among administration leaders, who 
contend that sewer improvements is 
the most needed project before the 
citizens of Atlanta. 

As soon as the attorneys prepare 
the necessary legal papers, Key wil 
offer the plan to council and to gov- 
erning bodies of other political sub- 
divisions in the affected areas.

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In Cotton Contract Market 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 11.—(#)-- 
There was feverish activity in the 
cotton contract market during the 
past week. It is claimed that busi- 
ness was more active than in any like 
period in several years. The govern- 
ment report was naturally the main 
Stimulating trade factor both before 
and after the report was issued. 

Before the report was issued prices 
were stimulat upward by several 
vers smali crop Boe cael by private 
an‘borities. One of them, by an au- 
thority who has had considerable suc- 
eess in approximating government re- 
iorts, gave out an estimate of but 
ittle over 10.700,000 bales. Trade 
guesses prior to the issue of the re- 
port ran well below the 11,000,000- 
bale mark and the average of all the 
private estimates hardly exceeded that 
figure. 

As a result of this expecfation for 
a much smaller crop forecast by the 
government than that of the month 
previous prices advanced in very active 
trading, the gain being in the neigh- 
horhood of three dollars a bale. While 
there was considerable pre-bureau 
liquidation, it seems to be certain that 
a considerable long interest was car- 
ried over the burean period. 

The actual estimate issued on 
Thursday pointing to a yield of 11,- 


310,000 bales was therefore a great 
surprise to traders and heavy liquida- 
tion resulted which carried prices 
down from an carly high point fully 
124 to 125 points or $6.25 a bale 
and the net loss for the day was 
104 points or a little more than $5 1 
bale, less than a dolla: a bale of 
which was recovered at the close of 
the week. 

Aside from the government’s esti- 
mate the week’s developments were 
mainly bullish. Crop advances were 
distinctly unfavorable, the stock mar 
ket was mainly stimulating. There 
was an active demand for spots with 
large daily sales in southern markets, 
and exports were rather liberal. Wiv- 
erpool advices were also encouraging. 
probably in anticipation of a bullish 
bureau report and better prospects 
for a settlement of the strike among 
the British mills.

CORN FOR HEATING 


SCHUYLER, Neb., Sept. 11.—() 
Part of Colfax county’s surplus corn 
crop will “go up in smoke.” 

The commissioners have decided to 
heat the courthouse and 62 school 
buildings under their jurisdiction with 
corn next winter. 

They figure it will provide a ready 


market for the farmers’ surplus crop 


and, perhaps save the county some 
money at the same time. They esti- 
mate they can purchase corn, still on 
the cob, at $8 per ton. The court- 
house uses about 30 tons of coal dur- 


/ing the winter at an approximate cost 


of S12 per ton. 
A. M. Bailey, a farmer who utli-

CUTTON GOODS SALES 
SHOW UPWARD TREND 


NEW YORK, September 11.— 
Sales for the week were again very 
large. In looking over our sales rec- 
ord we find that the past six weeks 
are the second largest of any similar 
consecutive period in our history. Pur- 
chases covered practically all lines 
and constructions and the goods were 
well distributed. Of course, the most 
important feature during the last 
three days was the large purchases of 
standard print cloths. 

Due to the decline in cotton follow- 
ing the government report, there has 
since been eonsiderable slowing down 
in the activity but mills are now in 
a cemfortable position as -regards 
sales and we do not, therefore, look 
for pressure to sell goods. The founda- 
tion which all have been hoping for 
has pretty well been built and al- 
ready many constructions are actual- 
ly searce. We are furthermore en- 
couraged by what has been accomp- 
lished in establishing in the various 
fabrics a better relative price basis. 
In discussing the effect of the decline 
in cotton on the market with one of 
our important customers, he express- 
ed the opinion that the drop in cot- 
ton would probably have a_ most 
wholesome result and that our busi- 
ness in the end would be far healthier, 
inasmuch as he feared that further 
advances might lift many goods out 
of the present retail range of prices, 
which would slow down sales. 

Since the low point in June there 
has been a tremendous increase 10 
the purchasing power of the country. 
It is estimated that the value of hogs 
has gained 175 million dollars in 
twelve weeks and, taking into con- 
sideration yesterday’s decline, cotton 
has increased in value approximately 
250 million dollars. Deposits in sav- 
ings banks have risen some 700 mil- 
lion dollars in the last year, while 
the value of all securities in the 
United States has increased some 10 
billions dollars in the last eight weeks 
and a large amount of so-called hoard- 
ed money will undoubtedly gradually 
flow back as sentiment continues to 
improve. 

While the price of wheat has not 
advanced in line with some other 
commodities, we have been surprise 
by the volume of business that has 
eome from the wheat raising sections, 
particularly from the Dakotas. Our 
information is that the cost of wheat, 
like cotton, was extremely low and 
that considerable funds will be avail- 
able there for clothing, etc. 

Nothwitstanding the very large 
volume which has been placed, we can 
still see many places where merchan- 
dise will be needed. Perhaps the most 
important purchaser will be the Red 
Cross and, if their estimates result 
in actual purchases, an acute short- 
age will develop on many construc- 
tions.—Hunter Manufacturing and 
Commission Company.

age for the year.

“Every operating district but one 
bettered its production in the week 
ended September 10, despite the holi- 
day; the exception was Birmingham, 
where a 25 per cent rate was main- 
tained. Pittsburgh mills stepped up 
from 13 per cent to 15, Chicago from 
12 to 13 1-2, eastern Pennsylvania 
from 12 1-2 to 13, Youngstown from 
13 to 20, Cleveland from 14 1-2 to 
23, Buffalo from 11 to 20. 

“The national average in the week 
thus was 15-16 per cent. Cleveland 
and eastern Pennsylvania operations 
will expand this week; Buffalo will 
be off. 

“A firming tendency is manifest in 
steel prices. Some sheet mills have 
announced fourth quarter prices which 
rescind recent shading. Rivet mak- 
ers also are restoring third quarter 
levels.

Electric 
power production made an especially 
favorable comparison with last years 
figures, but compared with the five 
year average the increase was about 
seasonal.._For the week ended Sep, 
tember 3, power production was 10.4 


12.3 decrease the week before. Steel 
production, according to Iron Age, 
turned upward to 141-2 per cent of 
capacity against 18 the week before. 
Action of commodity prices was 
less satisfactory than in the preceding 
week. Cotton broke $5 a bale on the 
governmem crop estimate, although it 
rallied moderately late in the week. 
Coffee also dropped abruptly on an- 
nouncement that decisive action ha 
heen taken toward ending the revolt 
in Sao Paulo. But elsewhere the 
price trend was steady to firm. Food- 
stuffs and farm products displayed 
quiet strength and anthracite coal, 
long a weak feature, moved up 
modestly. :

A number of prominent Georgia edu- 
eators. including Dr. M. L. Brittain, 
Dr. M. L. Duggan, Dr. L. P. Jack, 
Dr. J. F. Sellers and Dr. Willis A. 
Sutton, attended the meeting. 

“IT am glad to report,” Dr. San- 
ford said, “that college students of 
_ day are more deeply religious 
than any generation of students 
have ever known. If they _ believe 
fewer things, they believe fundamen- 
tal things more deeply. 

“Iinbelief. so far from increasing 
in the colleges. is being conquered 
there. Our colleges and universities 
are producing men and women who 
are not content to live in a universe 
in which there is no god.” 

Dr. Newton. explained that the 
church seeks to serve the students 


in its midst from the kindergarten 
to the university, and that true learn- 
ing and genuine religion are ever hap- 
pily married. Other noted educators 
who have recently delivered addresses 
in the Druid Hills church are William 
Lyon Phelps, of Yale, and Miss Mar- 
tha Berry, of Berry schools.

Big Storm in Gulf 
Moves Toward Coast 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 11.—(UP)
